to trade with your local mer¬ 
chants, and pay a few cents 
more, but get your merchan¬ 
dise and not spend time and 
effort, and postage, and 
eventually end up by receiv¬ 
ing nothing lor your money.

Tire “Consumer" is never 
trusted, he is not given one 
thread of tru.sr by those who 
are constantly soliciting his 
business. The closest that 
any consumer cant get to re¬ 
ceiving the merchandise or¬ 
dered from advertisements 
either in the newspapers, 
magazines or television is 
have them come via C.O.D., 
and then you are not allowed 
to open the package for In¬ 
spection, and when doing so 
you could find and inferior 
piece of merchandise, broken 
merchandise, or something 
other than you ordered. In 
this event you must return 
it, pay the postage and then 
it seems, forever haggle with 
the shipper on whether it 
was returned or not, and 
wait, wait and wait for h m 
to refund your money.

If the consumer wants to 
save the C.O.D. charges and 
send in his personal check, 
or as I am told, a Money 
Order, Cashier’s Check or 
anything else, the sh'pp)er 
wiil delay the shipment of 
the merchandl.se until such 
time as the check clears the 
bank and they have the 
u.se of it and do not have to 
ship the merchandise until 
30 days thereafter.

I have heard of some of 
these companies that do not 
even manufacbjre the Item 
that they advertilse until 
such time as the "Consumer" 
ends in his checks and they 
accumulate enough money 
to manufacture the item, 
and they push the consumer 
a.nother 15 days or so.

So many of them that I 
read aboe.it In reports from 
various “Consumer Protec¬ 
tion Agencies" have closed 
up shop and gone out of 
business by the time the 
consumer realizes that he 
has not received the mer¬ 
chandise. Many of them ju.st 
have Post Office Boxes, with 
a hole-in-the-wall office, and 
they accumulate as much as 
they feel will give them 
time to take out for parts 
unknown, and then they 
close up shop and canm>t be 
found.

Government agencies and 
Better Business Bureaus are 
real good in tracking these 
people do^vn, but by the time 
they catch them they are 
minus any of the money 
that the consumer has en¬ 
trusted to them.

The only protection that I 
can see for the consumer is 
to spend yorjr money with 
the local merchant who will 
always be there to back up 
the merchandise, and alway.s 
there for you to explain too 
in the event it does not hold 
up ... He will generally 
represent you to the manu¬ 
facturer and get a replace¬ 
ment or the merchandise re¬ 
paired ... I seriously think 
millions upon millions are 
lost each year by consumers 
that answer coupons, televi¬ 
sion “come-ons” and the 
like, and I always look very 
careful at anything that re¬ 
quires you to pay our your 
hard earned money, before 
vou have an opportunity to 
examine it ... At least with 
a C.O.D. you do get a pack¬ 
age to open, you never know 
what may be inside, but 
when you send in your cheek 
first, sometimes all you have 
is the check to paste .upon 
the wall to remind you of 
the incident, and to be aware 
of doing the same thing 
again later on.

Forest Service Report On 
October 23 Hre 

The Mountain Trail Fire, as it was named by the 
U.S. Forest Service, burned mainly In tihe Angeles Na¬ 
tional Fore.st, above Pasadena and Sierra Madre and was 
finally brought under full control at 6 a.m. Thursday 
morning, October 26. 

The fire has burned the protective vegetative cover 
from about 2.65 square miles of very precipitous and 
highly erodiblc watershod land. No structures or improve¬ 
ments have been burned. 

It is expec.ed that final fire suppression costs will ex- 
i-eed $500,000. 

The greatest Impact of this fire will occur this winter 
when erosion is exptxled to escalate about thirty-fold 
from normal. If normal rainfall occurs over the next four 
year. It is predicted that 340,000 csibic yards of debris 
will erode from the fire area. 

For unately, most of the mud will be caught in debris 
basins built by the Los Angeles County Flood Control 
District to protect developed areas. Some silt will wind 
up in stree .s, backyards, and po.ssibly houses. 

Unfortunately, all of this material will have to be re¬ 
handled at an estimated cost to the taxpayers of $1,700,000. 

The U.S. Forest Service has fielded a team of experts 
on watershed rehabilitation consisting of a revegetation 
spo<1alist, hydrologist, soils scientist, wildlife biologist, 
and a civil engineer. The team has already decided to 
seed the burned area wi ih fast germinating and site re¬ 
storing grasses and legumes. Some of this work has 
alroa<rij- started. 

Emergency strucA-ural mea.sures lo prevent mud flow 
damage to ihe few areas unprotectetf by debrig basins are 
being considered by the US. Forest St'rvice and the Flood 
Control District.

It’s all be- ^ 
cause of the work of Am- i 
brose Zaro, a 78-year-old ^ 
youngster who feels it his 
duly to maintain the Mouiit ^ 
Wilson 'Trail. He has done 
so for the past 24 years with 
.no pay.

Dep^ity County Counsel David L Muir is asking the 
liearing be held at 9 a.m. November 1 in Department 84 
of Superior Court. 

The action is being taken because the “Department of 
Insurance has failed to hold a hearing or otherwise make 
progress toward an administrative resolution" of the auto 
insurance redlining. 

Los Angeles County and City have filed suit again.st 
the auto insurance companies at Hahn’s request to stop 
the practice of setting premiums according to where per¬ 
sons live. 

Hahn believes they should bo based only on driving 
records. , 

“Lob Angeles County’s ca.se proves the Insurance com¬ 
panies are ripping off the motorists of our county strictly 
becau.se they live in a metrpolitarl area" Hahn said. 

Tire court instructed the county to file its ca.so with 
State Insurance Commissioner Wesley Kinder first to seek 
an adminisratlve remedy. 

Mr. Kinder filed a paper with the court .saying his 
department was "rea(f>-, able and willing to conduct an 
admlni.strative hearing on all Issues . . .” 

As the result. Judge Charles H. Phillips continued 
the lawsuit for five months, which expires November 1, 
.so Uie r-ounty ccoiild file its case with the commissioner 
and Mr. Kinder r-ould take action.

On 
September 22, court upheld constitutionality, with Chief 
Justice Rose Bird dlsseniing from majority opinion on equal 
protection issue only.

Highway User Tax 
To Sierra Madre 
Totals $11,060,00 

state Controller Kennetl) 
Cory announced the distribu¬ 
tion of $84,561,207 among the 
state, cities and counties as 
the October apportionment 
of highway users taxes. 

Los Angeles C o u n ty's 
share was $5,510,700, and 
Sierra Madre's share was 
$11,060. 

A total of $21,713,930 went 
directly to the counties; 
$16,343,619 to cities: $46,473,- 
65S for expenditures on 
state highways; and $30,- 
000 to the Bicycle Lane Ac¬ 
count. 

The total appiortionment 
was derived from the fol¬ 
lowing sources: gasoline tax, 
$78,646,8.56; diesel fuel tax, 
$5,911,886; and m i s c e 1 - 
laneous, $2,465. 

The total available for the 
October apportionment was 
$17,334,803 more than that 
for the preceding month. 
The gasoline tax was $16,- 
100,657 more than the Sep¬ 
tember figures. The diesel 
fuel tax was $1,233,979 more 
than that for September. 

The distribution was $26.- 
834,737 more than that for 
the same month last year. 
The October 1978 gasoline 
tax distribution was $25,503,- 
757 more than that for Oc¬ 
tober 1977. The diesel fuel 
tax distribution was $1,329,- 
776 more than in October 
1977.
